"REYNOLDS. HAD some college 


education, or what then corres- 
ponded to college education, but he 
was not a brilliant student. 
He 


had some legal training and in 1814 
opened a law office in Cahokia. 
He was rough and energetic, but 
very democratic and was well 
known and trusted by the people. 
He did not become a great lawyer 
or orator but was very much inter- 
ested in politics rather than wealth. 


"When he campaigned for the 


governorship he t r a v e l e d on 
horseback so that he could get to 
meet all the people. Before the 
campaign was over he had worn 
out two horses and had worn him- 
self down to skin and bone. He 
was successful in his campaign 
and served as governor from 
1830 to 1834. 
"GOVERNOR 
R E Y N O L D S 


thought that a military record was 
a great help in political advance- 
ment and this may be the reason 
he was wiling to call out volun- 
teers to fight Chief Black Hawk and 
his Indians in the Rock River Val- 
ley in 1832. He received petitions 
from the people there >asking him 
to defend-them-against the Indians.. 


"In the companies which he 


called out the men were allowed 
to choose their own officers. It 
was in 'this way that Abraham 
Lincoln was chosen captain. Gov- 
ernor Reynolds went to Fort Dix- 
on during the campaign and stay- 
ed with John Dixon while super- 
vising the'troops. 
"IN LATER years he boasted'his 


part in ridding norther Illinois of 
the Indians. 
This made 
many 


people think that he was a ^ great 
man. 


•"'In 1834 Reynolds was elected 


to represent Illinois in Congress 
and resigned as Governor less 
than a month before his term ex- 
pired.

Dying GI Treated by Twin 
Who Failed to Know lfcm 
• 


SEOUL—(.#)—A young U. S. Army medic treated his 


first combat casualty in Korea recently without at first re- 
alizing the dying soldier was his twin brother. 


Pvt. Irwin Reitz, 21, Rock Island, 


111., did not recognize his twin until 
he and two other soldiers lifted the 
brother, Edwin, into a litter jeep, 
Edwin died later,at an aid station. 


One Year Later 


Irwin treated Edwin in a shal- 


low trench just one year to the 
day from the time the twins en- 
tered the service. 


The surviving twin was taken 


off the line and will accompany 
the pbody of -his brother home. 


The story was carried today in 


Pacific Stars and Stripes. 


The young medic said he was 


so busy treating the wounded sol- 
dier tha£ .he did not recognize him 
immediately. 


•'You do not have time to worry 


about whom you are treating at 
a time like that," he said. 


"I rolled him over," the medic 


related, "ripped opened his shirt, 
and exposed a small wound in his 
chest." 


As Irwin started to apply a ban- 


dage, the wounded man raised his 
head and moaned. Irwin, not look- 
ing-up from his work .said: "take 
it easy, buddy, you are going to 
be all right." 


'Irwin got his first look at his 


patient's face • when he and 
two 


other soldiers lifted the wounded 
man into an evacuation litter jeep. 


"I knew," said Irwin, '"'that I 


had done everything possible for 
him 'on the hill, so I followed him 
down in another jeep. 


"Said He Was Dead" 


"I thought he was wounded only 


slightly. 
When I arrived at 


collection station, the doctor told 
me he was dead." 


Lt. James M. Lawson, Rochester, 


N. Y., treated Edwin. He said a 
small sliver of shrapnel from a 
mortar blast / severed an artery, 
causing sever internal bleeding. 


Lawson said it was only a pin- 


point wound, but Rietz was bleed- 
ing so badly there was no chance 
of saving hm. 


The twins never had been sepa- 


rated. At their own request, they 
were assigned to the same com- 
pany when they arrived in Korea 
about two months ago.

A very thoroughly documented estimate of what will 


happen to the demand for petroleum during the next 15 
years was recently made. Several hundred indices of possi- 
ble change were analyzed, including population growth, in- 
dustrial expansion, the employment level, total energy needs, 
and so on. 


The final conclusion was that domestic demand for oil 


products will increase 46 per cent by 1967. Exports are ex- 
pected to decline. The net increase in demand will probably 
be 39 per cent. 


This is a very substantial increase, and means that oil 


consumption will rise from 7,466,000 barrels a day to 10,400,- 
000. It will require wide and very costly expansion of the oil 
industry's facilities, in such essential fields as exploration, 
production, refining, transportation and research. 


Almost no one doubts that future demand, whether it be 


smaller or larger than the estimates, will be met in stride — 
the oil industry's past record in peace and war has given the 
nation a fully- justified confidence in its ability to do any job 
handed to it. At the same time, there is another all-important 
factor involved.

It is anticipated that the new Congress will devote early 


consideration to amending certain sections of the Taft-Hart- 
ley law. In view of that, a committee of an association which 
represents thousands of retail stores scattered throughout 
this country and Canada, including both chains and inde- 
pendents, has drafted a set of basic principles which it be- 
lieves should be retained or included in any new version of 
that law. 


. The list is a long one, and space precludes giving them 


all. Some of the most important run as follows: 


" Government should not attempt to set the terms of col- 


lective bargaining—that should be left to the parties them- 
selves. The individual employe should have the right to en- 
gage or not engage in union activities, as he chooses. The 
closed shop, which forces the employe to belong to a union 
whether he wants to or not, should be outlawed. No em- 
ployer should be compelled to make his place of business a 
market place for union organizing activity. Labor organiza- 
tions, as well as employers, should be accountable for un- 
fair labor practices and agreements should be equally bind- 
ting and enforceable on all. The check-off of union dues, if 
and when agreed upon, should be applied only when author- 
ized in writing by the individual employe. The merits of all 
decisions of the National Labor Relations Board should be 
revicwable in the court. 


It is difficult to see how there can be any fair-minded 


opposition to such principles as these. They are not anti- 
labor in any way—indeed, they serve to protect fundamental 
rights of the worker no less than the rights of the employer 
and the public. Their purpose is to make all the parties in- 
volved equal in the eyes of the law. Congress should re- 
ceive them with the consideration they deserve.

THE DOCTOR SAYS: 


Fourteen Pnrts of VitBmiii 
All Act on Body Differently 


One of the early vitamins to be 


discovered was called vitamin B. 
But now it is recognized that this 
is by no means a single substance, 
and what was originally known as 
vitamin B consists of a consider- 
able number of different chemical 
compounds having different ac- 
tions. 


Approximately fourteen separate 


parts tc what was originally known 
as vitamin B have now come to be 
recognized. Most of these can be 
obtained in crystal-like form and 
their chemical structure is there- 
fore known. 


One of the most important of 


these is known as thiamine. Some 
foods arc particularly rich in thia- 
mine, including peas, beans, whole 
wheat, oatmeal, enriched flour and 
bread made from it, peanuts, and 
lean pork. 


In human beings who are 
de- 


prived of enough thiamine in the 
diet, there is a tendency to become 
irritable, depressed, quarrelsome, 
uncooperative and fearful (but not 
all of us can claim this excuse!). 
Serious deficiency of this vitamin 
produces a disease known as beri- 
beri, one indication of which is 
damage to the heart and nervous 
system. 


Another part of the vitamin B 


complex is called riboflavin. An 
insufficient amount of this vitamin 
in the diet will slow the growth of 
young animals and produce skin 
inflammation and cataracts in rats. 


The symptoms in man include 


inflammation of the lips, inflam- 
mation and reddening of 
the 


tongue, cracks at the corners of 
the mouth, inflammation of the 
skin and a particular kind of in- 
flammation of the eyes. Liver,' 
milk and cream and leafy vegeta- 
bles are considered the best source 
for this substance in the human 
diet. 
Nicotinic acid (not to be confused 
with the nicotine in tobacco) is an- 
other important part of this com- 
plex. Absence of this substance 
produces a condition known as 
black tongue in dogs. 


PELLAGRA IS RESULT 


In human beings deficiency of 


this vitamin results in pellagra, a 
condition characterized by weak- 
ness, loss of appetite and indiges- 
tion, loss of energy, and, in the 
later stages, soreness and ulcera- 
tions in the mouth, together with 
diarrhea. A typical skin lesion is 
common. The best sources of nic- 
otinic acid are yeast, lean meats 
and liver. 


Although those parts of the vit- 


amin B complex mentioned 
are 


perhaps the best known, there are 
a number of others. They include 
vitamin B-6 
(pantothenic acid), 


which seems" to restore 
normal 


hair color to some animals which 
have white hair, but not to human 
beings) choline,' biotln and 
folic 


acid.

B-12 is most 
important 
in the 


treatment of pernicious anemia. It 
is probably this substance which 
is the active portion of liver used 
so successfully for many years In 
the treatment of that disease.

Desire for National "Labor" Law

The American people never have expressed any desire'for a na- 


tional "labor" law. In a grand referendum after intelligent debate, 
they might vote to repeal the whole apparatus of the labor relation! 
board and the wages and hours administration. 


The Wagner Act was sprung on us on the pretext that the work- 


ers of the nation were suffering terrible persecutions at the hands of 


the bosses." 
Undeniably some large corporate 


employers had put oppressive practices into force 
and were callous in mass dismissals of employes 
to meet emergencies • in their commerce. 
These 


defects'could have been remedied by the men of 
management. But even if not, the neglect and inef- 
ficiency of a few corporations certainly did not jus- 
tify the revocation of inherent constitutional rights 
of the people which Congress voted in an atmos- 
phere of emotion. 


The actual instigators of the Wagner Act were 


not the people but the professionals of the union 
racket, the Communists and Roosevelt's personal circle of conspira- 
tors. ,1 take it that in speaking of. the Roosevelt administration as 
the Roosevelt-Communist administration I am no longer required to 
prove that it was deliberately infested with Communists and that its 
legislative program, was deliberately slanted to serve the Commu- 
nist purpose. The so-called Wagner Act was written by Leon Press- 
man; a Communist of the Harvard-Frankfurter clique, and it is in- 
conceivable that Pressman would have neglected this chance to clamp 
Communist controls on millions of American workers. 


Wagner was a common, old-style 


Tammany hack whose greatest as- 
set was his political servility / to 
Roosevelt. 
His intelligence may 


have been unable to grasp the fact 
that his law created a new set of 
oppressions under a new set of 
masters-of-men much worse than 
those which it pretended to abhor.

At any rate, the autfTors of this 


conspiracy knew they were chal- 
lenging the constitution in the y£l- 
low-dog union membership and the 
closed shop which still exist for the 
persecution of labor and in the 
trial powers conferred on ^scoun- 
drels planted in the Labor Rela- 
tions Board to enforce "compli- 
ance." Knowing that the public had 
expressed no desire for such a law 
and anticipating constitutional ob- 
jections, the conspirators hit upon 
the trick of invoking the commerce 
clause of the^Constitution.

ness would be in an awkward situ- 
ation if it attacked a law whose 
very preamble slated that its pur- 
pose was to facilitate commerce. 


The Wagner Act was going to do 


this by abating labor disputes, as 
though commerce had been crip- 
pled by labor disputes. 
Actually 


commerce was suffering from very 
little else than the "depression" 
and Roosevelt had deliberately pro- 
longed the "depression" for his 
own ulterior political purposes, as 
we have since learned through the 
writings of Herbert Hoover.

thermore, ever, if labor disputes 
had been solely responsible for this 
decline of commerce, still there 
would have been no excuse for the 
infliction on "the nation of the con- 
ditions created by the Wagner Act. 


The individuals with the greatest 


interest were the professional union 
bosses. John L. Lewis was a prime 
instigator and nobody who really 
knows Lewis would ever accuse 
him of any higher interest than 
professional selfishness. His reign 
over his miners proves that his 
motives are not humane but prac- 
tical. This Wagner Act was Lewis's 
golden change. The CIO was ex- 
clusively his creation. 
The late 


Phil Murray was a weakling sub- 
ordinate of Lewis and Walter Reu- 
ther was a nimble opportunist still 
in the throes of that "adolescent 
enthusiasm" which impelled him to 
write a letter from Russia, "carry 
on the fight for a Soviet America." 


Lewis rallied a roving force of 


Rioters, Including many Commu- 
nist revolutionaries who descended 
on peaceful communities and set 
up a reign of terror. Some of the 
genuine workers were incited to 
riotous brutalities and most of the 
others were filled with fear, al- 
though a few stout fellows stood 
their ground and fought it out with 
the thugs. 


Tom S. Girdler, of Republic Steel, 


was the best fighter in defense of 


individual freedom and the Consti- , 
tution. He was foully smeared but 
he had the inner satisfaction of 
knowing that he had shown moral 
and physical courage and would 
have won but for the corrupt inter- 
vention of the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration. Girdler was charged with 
a "massacre" at the South Chicago 
steel' riot, but the truth was that 
the majority of the workers had re- 
fused to strike and were waiting to 
defend themselves with metal wea- 
pons and jars of acid as the mob 
advanced across the plain to fco 
driven back in rout by a force of 
good American cops under Captain 
Mooney of the Chicago Police De- 
partment. 
This bloody defeat 


taught the rioters a lesson and they 
have never challenged the Chicago 
cops again. 


Even with Roosevelt's active pat- 


ronage, Lewis could not have won 
without the cowardly acquiescence 
of Frank Murphy, as Governor of 
Michigan and of mayors and sher- 
iffs in many manufacturing cen- 
ters in Michigan, Ohio and Penn- 
sylvania. Roosevelt let the mobs 
interfere with the mail, even to 
the point of deciding which parcel 
matter should be permitted to go 
through their picket lines. 
This 


was felonious conduct and Roose- 
velt should have been impeached 
for permitting it to be done. 


The CIO owes its very existence 


to a great program of violent crime 
which se.t government at naught in 
many places. Its basic purpose is 
to control industry and the econo- 
my of the country by regulating 
labor and prices. As a political 
force its method is to extort money 
from workers to be used to swing 
elections. In this desire it has had 
success but more failures. 
The 


Taft-Hartley Law is only a slight 
improvement on the Wagner Act. 
It should be repealed totally and 
the Labor Relations Board should 
be wiped out. Unions are a preda- 
tory force under this law, as hostile 
to the liberties of citizens who toil 
as to the authority of government 
and the property rights of all of us.

"Ten years from now, a labor 


force of 76 to 80 million .working 
more effecively with better tools 
but somewhat fewer hours per 
week, could produce annually about 
475 to 500 billion dollars worth of 
goods and services — measured in 
today's prices," Truman said. 


"This is about 40 per cent above 


the present level, and represents 
an average increase of slightly over 
3 per cent a year. 


Truman gave these comparative 


figures: 


National output now is 345 bil 


lion dollars annually, as against 
172 billions in 1929, measured in 
dollars of 1952 buying power. In 
dustrial output has doubled and 
farm pi eduction risen about 50 per 
cent. In the same period the work- 
week has dropped from 48 hours to 
40 hours, but the output of each 
worker has risen 80 per cent. 


Average annual income 
after 


taxes was $1,000 a person in 1929 
and last year averaged $1,500, 
again measured in 1952 prices. 


Truman emphasized what he de- 


scribed as protections against eco- 
nomic collapse which have been 
developed in the period—a "fairer" 
distribution of income, social se- 
curity, farm price supports, a "far 
more shockproof system of banks 
and securities exchanges," firmer 
wage rates due mainly to stronger 
unions, and "more enlightened bus- 
iness practices" in pricing, market- 
ing and collective bargaining.

"And not the least of the sta-

gold and a head of ivory. 


His most striking chaiacteristic 


was a childish gullibility, a quality 
that sometimes made those who 
robbed him feel a kind of liking 
for him. He had a blind faith he 
could do anything, and a perfect 
belief that anything a stranger told 
him was true, particularly if the 
stranger wore an imitation dia- 
mond stickpin and a gold and ruby 
ring. 


It was the local yokel who spent 


his week's wages knocking wooden 
milk bottles off a platform at a 
carnival, and went home happy 
with his prize—a two-bit chalk doll. 


Whenever the m e d i c i n e show 


came to town, he stood in line to 
fork over a buck for two bottles— 
one free—of Dr. Salubrious Quack's 
snake oil remedy made from an 
old fcidian formula, "guaranteed to 
cure everything from foot-itch to 
a broken heart." 


Others might discover the reme- 


dy was nothing but a bad-tasting 
mixture of creosote and water. 
Not the local yokel. The next time 
the medicine show came along he 
bought four bottles. He knew what 
was good for him. 


The country bumpkin more and 


more belongs to the past. He has 
wised up, and now knows more 
than his metropolitan neighbor. 


When I suggested this to an old- 


time B r o a d w a y pitchman, he 
laughed and said: 


"Son, the old local yokel just 


moved to the city—and as a city 
yokel he's an even bigger sucker 
than he was before. As long as 
people try to get something for 
nothing, we'll never run out of 
yokels."

economic health of the rest of the 
world look better is the continuing 
high prosperity within the United 
States. When business conditions 
flourish here, our - imports from 
other lands both of raw materials 
and if finished -products always 
rise. 


Optimistic predictions of increas- 


ing industrial production in the 
first half of 1953 promise more fer- 
tile markets for other nations here. 


The "dollar gap", though shrink- 


ing, still exists, however. U. S. ex- 
ports still top U. S. imports — the 
difference usually being settled by 
one form or another of foreign aid. 


Again all the indications that 


the nefid for foreign aid may be 
lessening, however, Averell Harri- 
man, who is retiring as mutual se- 
curity director, makes a plea for 
the full l^fz billions aid on these 
grounds: 


Some 70 per cent of it would go 


for military purposes, this factor, 
and President-elect 
Eisenhower's 


interest in the defense of Europe, 
may weigh heavily with the incom- 
ing administration. 


Red Reconnaissance 
Brings on Jap Warning 


TOKYO—'JB—Japan and the Unit- 


ed States have warned Soviet Rus- 
sia that they have embarked on a 
new, get-tough policy in the Far 
East and they are ready to back it 
up with bullets. 


The warning Tuesday to a "for- 


eign power" left no doubt but that 
Japan was talking about Russia, 
whose Kurile Island-based planes 
are only six miles from Hokkaido, 
Japan's northernmost isle. 


At least one Soviet plane already 


has been escorted from Japan. So 
far no bullets have been fired. 


The warning means that planes 


and anti-aircraft guns are pre- 
pared to handle the next violation 
with force if necessary. 


Both nations concurred in the 


warning and both the U. S. Am- 
bassador Robert Murphy and Gen. 
Mark Clark came through swiftly 
with statements backing up the 
warning.
